Neither can it be ſaid, that there was one ſoundand 
healthful Perſon among ſi tbe mn. 
We met with no fuch terrible Effefts (ſave that 
Death is terrible in all its Shapes) from the Small- 
Pox inoculated, as was common. among ſi us in the 
natural way, viz. Purple Spots, Convulſion Fits, bloody 
Urme, violent Inflammations in the Eyes, Throat, and 
other Parts, ' ſcarr d Faces, ſome who had loſt both 
hypes, and, as it has been thought, near an hundred 
one Eye, with many more melancholy Symptoms too 
tedious here to enumerate ; not to mention Parents be- 
ing left Childleſs, Children without Parents, and ſome- 
times Parents and Children's being both carried off, 
and many Families broken up by the Deſtruction the 
Small-Pox made mthe natural way. Indeed, we had 
ſome Reſemblance of thoſe Effefts ; but innone where it 
was not evident, that they were infected in the natural 
way before ; and tho we met with but five or ſix caſes

infected before inoculated; And this Reaſon I can give 
for an one's believing ſô, that in all and every one © 
whom I inoculated, and that had not been expos'd to 
an infected Air, and which were above one hundred, 
not any of them had the leaſt Shadow of ſuch Symp + 
toms upon them, thro the whole Courſe of their Diſtem- 
per. However, I do not recommend this Practice to 
be carry d on and manag d by old M Momen and Nurſes; 
no, I would have it carry'd on and manag d by good 
Phy/icians and Surgeons, where they are to be had, 
but rather than the People ſhould be left a Prey 10 
the Small-Pox in the natural Way, let it be manag'd 
by MVMurſes, for I cannot help thinking that even in 
their Hands, many leſs would die of the Small-Pox 
by Inoculation, than there does in the natural Way, tho 
in the beſt of Hands, and under the beſt of Care. 

Aud for thoſe that have not yet come into this Prac- 
rice, for their Aſſiſtance, until they have gain d better 
Knowledge, I have given ſome ſhort Directious how 
they may proceed with their Patients, when they be- 
gin this Pradlice of inoculating the Small-Pox. Aud 
if what ] have done, in giving this Account, may (with

Dr. Mather, in Compaſſion to the Lives of the Peo- 
ple, tranſcrib'd from the Philoſophical Tranſactions of 
the Royal Society, the Accounts ſent them by Dr. 

Timonius and Pyllarinus of inoculating the Small-

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Pox in the Levant, and ſent them to the Practitioners 
of the Town, for their Conſideration thereon. Up- 
on reading of which I was very well pleas d, and re- 
ſolvd in my Mind to try the Experiment; well re- 

membring the Deſtruction the Small-Pox made 19 
= . when laſt in Boſfon; and how narrow- 

ly I then eſcapd with my Life. Now, when my 
Wife and many others were gone out of Town to 
avoid the Diſtemper, and all Hope given up of 
preventing the furcher ſpreading of it, and the Guards 
were firſt removed from the Doors of infected Houſes, 
began the Experiment; and not being able ro make 
it upon eld (ſuch was my Faith in the Safety and 
Succeſs of this Method) I choſe to make it (for Ex- 
ample ſake) upon my own dear Child, and two of

UNE the 26th, 1721, I inoculated my Son 750 
mas, of about ſix, my Negro Man, Zack, thirty 
x, and Jackey, two and an half Years old.

in the Morning I gave him a Vomit, upon which the 


Symptoms went off, and the ſame Day, upon him and 
the black Child, a kind and favourable Small-Pox came 
out, of about an hundred a piece; after which their

Jack's Complaints, in two or three Days were 
over, and tho' he had a few Puſtles about one of his 


Inoculations, I am inclin'd to think he had had the 


Small-Pox before. 

It was plain and eaſy to ſee, (even in theſe two)

And as this Practice was new in Europe, ſo it muſt 
needs make a ſtrange Figure in New England, and 


more eſpecially ſo when one or two of our learned 


Eſculapian Tribe had made the Diſcovery how this 
Practice wou'd produce the Plague, vi. becauſe Tz- 


monius told them that it ſometimes happen d that 
Swellings were produc'd by it in ſome Emunctory of 
the Body; and likewiſe they cavilled and ſaid, that

from Timonius and Pyllarinus's Accounts. I pray d 
that they might be read; but Dr. Douglatr, who 


own d them, and had taken them from Dr. Ma- 
ther, refuſed to have them read, or even after- 
wards to lend them to the Governor to read; ſuch 


was his extraordinary Care, leſt the People, in time, 
ſhou'd have been reconcil d to the Practice, and taken 


the Benefit of it. 


And upon Julh the 2 1ſt, 1721, being a third time 
call'd to an Account for uſing this Practice by ſome 
Gentlemen (influenced thereto) who bore Aithority 
in Boſton, I then having ſeven Perſons more under 
Inoculation, whoſe Illneſs were not yet come on: I. 
then gave a publick Invitation. to the Practitioners 
of the Town. (who were then preſent ) to viſt 
my Patients, who were under that Practice, and to 
judge of and report their Circumſtances as they found, 

them. But Dr. Lawrence Dalhonde's terrible. 

Account ( ſee the Account at the End) that he 
then gave of that Practice was ſuch, that none 
of them ſaw Cauſe to accept my Invitation and 


_ viſit my Patients. Inſtead of this, and reporting 


their Circumſtances juſtly and fairly, as it was their. 
Duty, and the People's Right, for them to have done, 
ſome. of them made it their Buſineſs to invent, -col-

I have made diligent Enquiry in England, but eou d 
never meet with any one who had heard of any ſuch 
Practice in theſe Parts of Europe, until within theſe five 


or ſix Years paſt, or that believes there ever was, and 
_ eſpecially in an Army, the moſt. unlikely Place to begin 
it in; and if began. there, the moſt likely Place he 


could have thought of to have made it publick to the 


World. So that if he does not get well-atteſted 


Proofs. from Drs, Helvetius, Bollatio, and Barrera, 
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cf the Facts, I doubt, for the future, his Affirmation 
will not have that Credit in the World, as an honeſt 
Man's ought to have. e 

Theſe were ſome of the Oppoſitions and Difficul- 
ties I met with in the Beginning of this Practice, and 
which was the Means of keeping out hundreds, if not 
thouſands, from coming into the Practice of Inocu- 
lation, which might have ſaved many valuable Lives 
that were loſt by the Small-Pox in the natural way, 

as may better appear when the Succeſs in each way is 

compared. : 1 5 | 
| July the 12th, 1721, I inoculated Mr. Joſhua 
Cheever, about 39 Years old. He had upon the 
6th and th Days ſome light ſhivering and feveriſh 
Turns, and upon the 8th they went off, the Scarifi- 
cations being almoſt dried up, fo that we concluded 
the Operation had not taken effect, 

On the 9th in the Evening (he being well) a Fire 
breaking out, he run with others to help put out the Fire, 
and in labouring at it, got wet with Water and Sweat, 
return d home very ill and full of pain, and conti- 
nued ſo all Night; upon viſiting him in the Morning, I 
found him under the ſigns of a high Fever, a dry in- 
flam'd Skin, full of Pain, with a hard and quick Pulſe, 
and I feared he would have had the Confluent Small- 
Pox. He being luſty and ſtrong, I bled him largely, 

7 him a Vomit, and bliſter d him, upon which 
the Symptoms went off, and the Small-Pox came . 
| 0 
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of a kind diſtinct Sort, and his Pains, and our Fears, 
were ſoon over, and in a ſhort time he was well. 

His Inoculations never inflam d and come to run, 
as is uſual, but dry d away from the firſt. 

Until now, I uſed the Turi Way of ſcarifying and 
e the Nut- ſhell, Sec. which J ſoon left off, 
 2nd.made an Ineiſton thro” the awe Skin, and apply'd 
a Plaiſter over; which found ſince to be the bet- 
ref Way. 

July the 14th, I inoculated Mr. John Hiller, of 
about 34, and my Negro, Moll, of 37 Years old. 
Mr. Hiller had the Small-Pox at the uſual time, and 
of a kind diſtin& Sort, the Symptoms gentle, and 
he ſoon was well. Moll had a flow Fever a Day or 
two, and ſome Pain, which both went off, and her 
Inccularion, ſoon dry d up: I ſuppoſe ſhe had had 
the Small-Pox before; and the Reaſon why the Ne- 
gro Man and ſhe was ſo diſorder d from Inoculation, 
might be from their being expos'd to the Evening 

and Morning Air: The Weather being hot, I did not. 
confine them before they complain d. 
17th, I inoculated my Son John, about 13 Years 
| old; he had the Small-Pox at the uſual Time, a 
fd ſprinkling of a kind Sort, and the Symptoms 
pes. ; but upon eating Milk, his Noſe bled, and. 
he appeared feveriſh, I focbad the Milk, and both 
left him.

th, I inoculated Mr. John Webb, about 67, 

Mr. Joſeph Webb, 50, and his Wife 43 Years old. 
The eldeſt and youngeſt of theſe were weak infirm 
Perſons, they all had the Small-Pox at the uſual 
Time, and of the diſtinct Sort. Mr. John Webb 
had an ill turn of Faintneſs and Oppreſſion of Spirits, 
at the coming out of the Pox; but when they were out, 
the Symptoms went off, and he, with the other two, 
1 gently thro* the Diſtemper, and ſoon were 
well. = 

Auguſt the 5th, I inoculated Mr. Larabee and 
Mrs. Hun, each about 30, Mrs. Eſther Webb, 19, 
Mr. Cheever's Lad, 16 Years old. Three of theſe 
had the Small-Pox at the uſual Time, and of a good 

_ diſtinct Sort, their Symptoms gentle, and they ſoon 
were well. Mrs. Eftber nurs d her Father and Mo- 
cher thro the heighth of their Small- Pox, by Inocu-

2oth, I inoculated Mr. John Gardner about 1 8, 
and Mrs. Aorrice. 55 Vears old; they both had the 
Small-Pox at the Lal Time, of a 1 85 diſtinct 
Sort, the Symptoms eaſy, and they ſoon did well. 

21ſt, I inoculated John IM hue, Eſq; of about 52 
Vears old; he was then a 3 infirm Man, and 
had been lo near 30 Years, ſome time conſumptive 
and very ſplenetic: Thus knowing his unhappy ( Con- 
ſtitution, 1 perſuaded him to remove further into the 
Country to avoid the Infection. He, tired with a 
Country Life already, and not knowing when Boſtou 
wou'd be freed: from the Small-Pox, though very 
cautious and timoroùs, yet wou'd ti inoculated, 
The Small-Pox came out on the gth, as uſual, of 
the diſtinct Sort, the Symptoms ealy ; they continued 
coming out che roth and 11th, at which Time he 
was pretty full of a very diſtinct 30. and the Symp- 
roms eaſy, except that he was ſpleneric and dull, 
which he was from the 6th, when he firſt complain d; 
12th and 13th the Pock came forward, tho lowly, 
and of but an indifferent Complexion. Now his 
ſplenetic Darkneſſes encreaſed, and whereas the firſt

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Days he took but little Nouriſhment, nowẽ- he now) 
take none, by his Good-will, and refus d to be ſpołe 
to, or comforted, notwichſtanding he had no C 
plaints either of Pain or Sickneſs, Heat or Op- 
preſſion at his Breaſt.

I inoculated, at Roxbury, Mr. Samuel Stevens ah 
37, his Child of 14 Months, his Servant Girl 15, 
his Indian Boy 14, Mr. Warrin 28, and his Bro- 
ther 18 Years old; ſix of theſe had! the Small-Pox 
at the uſual Time, of a kind, diſtinct Sort, the Symp- 
_ toms gentle, they were foros well. The Girl was 
taken ill the next Day, broke out the 3d of the con- 
flucnt Sort, had a high Fever, a bad Throat, and 
with much a do ſhe eſcaped 0 8 her Life, and did 
well. How to account for this Accident, we were: 
at a Loſs, (they living diſtant from infected Houſes) 
until the Girl was well; and then ſhe confeſs'd how 
{he got the Diſtemper: 272. About a Week or ten 
Days before I inoculated her, ſhe went into an in-

plain'd a little more- of the Soreneſs of the Pocks, 
and of their Inoculations, but pales bravely thee? 
it, and ſoon were well. 

I ſhall omit the Account of Mr. Dore and his 
Children here, and give it with the other Part of his 
Family, . were inoculated five Days after, 9. 
the 2 9th of November.

I was now ſo 
much employ'd in Boſton and Roxbury, when their 
Sickneſs came on, that when Mr. Tufts ſent for me, 
I could not go to them, and only ſent Directions, 
with ſome few Medicines” and never ſaw either 
until they were well. They had the Small-Pox at 
the uſual Time, and of the favourable Sort, as he 
gave me the Account ſome time after, when he came 
to pay his Bill. 
27th, I inoculated Mr. Frances Foxcroft, of a- 
bout 30, Mr. Samuel Danforth, 28, both of Cam-

But for the Convenience of nurſing, and having 
one Nurſe only for them all, they were put into one 
Chamber, and for better Stowage, two or three in 
one Bed, (the End of the Chamber being partition d 
off for a private Lodging, in which was laid the In- 


dian Girl) and by the time the firſt three were bro- 


ken out a Day or two, the other five began their 
Sickneſs. Here was a melancholy Sight indeed! I 
had often three or four, but never nine in a Room 
rogether; the poor Children, with their Sickneſs and 
the Winter's Cold, prov'd froward, one crying, an- 
other coughing; one wanted Drink, another to do 
its Needs; one to get up, another to go to Bed, and 
ſo on; ſo that together with opening and ſhutting the 
Doors, the gingling of the Warming-pan, Fire-ſhovel 


and Tongs, there was ſcarce a Minute in the 24 Hours 


that all was ſtill and quiet. They all had the Small- 
Pox at the uſual Time, and of the diſtinct Sort: 
Mr. Dorr was full, his Pock inflam'd, and his Fever 
too high : This, with his great Concern for his 
Children, the continual Noiſe, and Want of Sleep, 


made the poor Gentleman almoſt diſtracted, which

Mr. Searl's Servant Boy 16, Mr. Scarbrough's Man, 
about 19 Years old. Twelve of theſe had the Small- 


Pox at the uſual Time, and of the diſtinct Kind, 
the ſix at Boſfon had each but few, and the Symp- 
roms very gentle : The four Men and the old Gen- 
tlewoman at Roxbury were fuller, and their Symp- 
roms a little harſh, 72. Pains in their Head, or

Mr. Wells, 
his Daughter, and Mr. Serles Daughter, had the 
Small-Pox at the uſual Time, and of the diſtinct Sort, 
but a little fuller, and their Complaints greater, vis. 
of Pain and Soreneſs, Want of Reſt, Sc. which, at 
the turning of the Pox, went off; and all theſe nine, 
in a little Time, recover'd and did well. Mrs. Wells 
was a very weakly Gentlewoman, always complain- 
ing, and of an ill Habit of Body, and ſo very ſple- 
netick as often to be deprived of Reaſon; and for 
many Years. not capable of managing her Family 
Affairs. She had the Small- Pox at the uſual Time, 
and of a very diſtinct Sort, and the Symptoms con- 
tinued moderate for the firſt five Days, ſave that the 
cold Weather pinched her very much; the 6th, 7th, 
and 8th Days ſhe was more uneaſy, ſlept but little, 
grew faint and weaker, the cold Weather affecting 
her ſtill more, and the native Heat declining apace;

And notwithſtanding the many Dif- 
ficulties and hard Shifts they were put to, in being 


remov'd ſome Days after inoculated to an Iſland to 


have the Small-Pox there, the Particulars too tedious 


to be related here, but well known in Boſton, yet 
theſe all had the Small-Pox at the uſual Time, and 
of a diſtin& Sort. Thoſe three who were capable 
of reflecting on their Treatment, ſuffered twice as 
much as the other three did; but all their Symptoms 
proving gentle, they all did well © 
The Small-Pox now leaving us, Inoculation ceas d; 
and when it ſhall pleaſe Providence to ſend and ſpread 
that Diſtemper amongſt us again, may Inoculation 
revive, be better received, and continued a Bleſſing, 
in preſerving many more from Miſery, Corruption, 
and Death. . 
There were in the Towns near Boſton about 36 
Perſons more inoculated, which all did well, vis. by 
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Dr. Roby about 11, and by Dr. Thompſon about 
25, which, together with my 244, make up the 
Number of 280; out of which Number died only 
fix Perſons, notwithſtanding all the Difficulties this 
Practice laboured under, Sc. e 
| Now if there be any one that can give a faithful 
Account or Hiſtory of any other Method of Prac- 
tice that has carried ſuch a Number, of all Ages, 
Sexes, Conſtitutions, and Colours, and in the worſt 
Seaſons of the Year, thro' the Small- Pox; or, in- 
deed, thro any other acute Diſtemper with better 
Succeſs, then I will alter my Opinion of this; and 
until then, I ſhall value and b ar this Method of 
inoculating the Small- Pox, as the moſt beneficial and 
ſucceſsful that ever was diſcover d to, and practiſed 
by Mankind in this World. 3 
In the Year 1721, and Beginning of 1722, there 
were, in Beſton, 5759 Perſons who had the Small- 
Pox in the natural Way, out of which Number died 
844, (this Account I took from one of our Prints, 
| publiſhed by Authority) ſo that the Proportion that 
died of. the natural Small-Pox there, appears to be 
one in fix, or between that of fix and ſeven. 
The following Table will ſhew the Difference be- 
tween the Succeſs of the natural Small-Pox, and that 
of the inoculated, in. New England. :

It appears by the foregoing Table, that Inocula- 
tion upon fix Perſons did not produce the Small- 
Pox, by Reaſon they had had it before. 
out of 274, fix died, though they had not all the 
Small Pox only by Inoculation,as we have Reaſon to be- 
lie ve, but were ſome of them infected inthe natural Way,

before inoculated. And it further appears by our 
Practice in New England, that if a Number of Per- 


ſons ſhou d be inoculated, of all Ages and Conſtitutions, 
and even ſome of them living amongſt the Infected 


and in the worſt Seaſons of the Year, without 
Exception, as was our caſe, then the Proportion that 
dies under Inoculation may be one in 46, or 
thereabout. It is my Opinion, from Reaſon, and 


as far as I can judge, from Experience too, that a 


Perſon may be infected in the natural Way, four or 
five Days, if not longer, before inoculated; and yet 
go the uſual Time of nine Days before Eruption. 
And it is further my Opinion, that a Perſon may be 
ſerved by Inoculation, if not infected above a Day 
or two before inoculated. And the Reaſons for ſuch 
my Opinions are as followeth: 1. That the In- 
fection received by Inſpiration does not ſo immedi- 


ately enter into, and ferment the Blood and other 


Juices of the Body, as that does which we inoculate, 
or apply to the opened Blood and other Veſſels in 
the Inciſion. 2. That this inoculated Infection 
does immediately enter in, and communicate its Leaven 
like Quality (by the Mouths of the divided Veſlels) to 
the Maſs of Humours in the Body. And if any there 
be of that Kind, it will ferment and put them into 
Motion, and bring the Small-Pox out in about two 
Thirds of the Time that the Natural uſually does; 
and that before the deep, ſecret, and hidden Fermen- 
tations 
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rations have had Time to divide and ſubdivide the 


Particles of that Humour, and by a greater Mixture 
deprave the other Juices, ſo as to produce the con- 


fluent Sort, I believe alſo that there is a Difference 
between the Particles of Infection, v2. thoſe in the 
natural Way, being more volatile, may be more ma- 

lignant, than thoſe contain d in the Pus or Matter 
of the Puſtules: And that if there were no Dif- 
ference in the Malignity of the Infection; yet as In- 
oculation communicates the Infection to an Out- ſide 
and firmer Part of our Body, the Malignity may 
(being ſtrain'd thro' ſo many minute Veſſels) lobe 


| park of its Force, before it reach the more 8 


arts. Whereas in the natural Way, our Noſtrils, 
Throat, Mouth, Lungs, and Stomach are the firſt 


Parts infected; or thro which the Infection paſſes, and 


which are frequently the Parts that moſt complain. 
And there may be ſomething allow d me (from Ex- 
perience) on this Head, when I declare, that amongſt 


the whole Number that I inoculated, tho many of 


them amidſt the ſtifling Heat of Infection, and in the 
extream hot and cold Weather; yet not above three 
or four Perſons had their Throats very ſore, and 
their Mouths fill'd, and Noſtrils ſtopp'd with the 
Pock and Scabs, as are common in the natural Way. 
And I dare appeal to all that have been. in. this Prac- 
tice, whether they have met with ſuch a Caſe, except 
the Perſon has been firſt infected in the natural Way;, 

C . which, 
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which, indeed; may be a hard thing to determine, 


in any Place, where the Small-Pox may have been 


before the Perſon was inoculated. And yet notwith- 


ſtanding what I have ſaid, as to leſſening the Danger 
of a prior Infection, I would have the utmoſt Care 


taken to prevent Infection before Inoculation: How- 
ever, that may be of Service, in Caſe a Perſon may 


have been ſo expos'd, either thro Ignorance, or Ne- 
ceſſity. There is a ſaying, that one Sort of Small- 
Pox the Nurſe can't kill the Paticnt with ; and like- 
wiſe another Sort, that all the Phyſicians cannot cure 
the Patient of. It will be _ for any- one to 
gueſs what thoſe two Sorts are, vag. the Diſtinct, and 
the Confluent ; theſe two are put in Oppoſition to 
one another, as being the Extreams of each, vi. the 
beſt and worſt Sort, or Kind of that Diſtemper. But 
however favourable the Small-Pox appear to. be, 
there muſt be Care taken of the Sick, not only in 
this, but in all acute Diſeaſes; and eſpecially in thoſe 


_ call d Eruptive Fevers, by Reaſon they are more ex- 
pos d to Accidents, as taking Cold, &c. flatting, or 
ſtriking in the Pock, or producing ſome other Symp- 


tom, which has coſt many thouſands their Lives: 


Tho the Small-Pox, Meaſles, or any other Fever 


the Patient had, may have ſeem'd very gentle and 
eaſy; yet with a ſmall Accident they are ſnatch d a- 
way. And who wou'd have thought it, ſays the 
Nurſe, if not the Doctor too. But ſo it is, has,

and will be, if not thro? great Care, Skill, and Pains, 
prevented. 5 N e 

Now Inoculation, at the worſt, is but a Medium 
between the two Extreams, provided it be done ac- 


cording to Art, and the Patient be clear from a prior 


Infection; I ſay, it prevents the worſt, and general- 


ly procures the beſt, or a kind, diſtinct Sort of Small- 
Pox. | e 


And pray let us conſider what this Method, in 


procuring the diſtin Small-Pox, does prevent; 
it prevents the confluent, which, in itſelf, is a Plague, 
and that in a high Degree; ſome of the bad Symp- 
toms attending which, are as followeth: Purple Spots, 
the bloody Pox, Hemorrhages of Blood at the Mouth, 


Noſe, Fundament, and Privities; Ravings and De- 
liriums; Convulſions, and other Fits; violent In- 
flammations and Swellings in the Eyes and Throat; 
ſo that they cannot ſee, or ſcarcely breathe, or 
ſwallow any thing, to keep them from ftarving. 


Some looking as black as the Stock, others as white 


as a Sheet; in ſome, the Pock runs into Bliſters, and 
the Skin ſtripping off, leaves the Fleſh raw, like Crea- 
tures flead. Some have a burning, others a ſmart- 
ing Pain, as if in the Fire, or fcalded with boiling 
Water: Some have inſatiable Thirſts, others greedy 
Appetites, and will crave Food when dying. Some 
have been fill'd with loathſome Ulcers ; others have 


had deep, and fiſtulous Ulcers in their Bodies, or in 


their 


- Cas ) - \ 
their Limbs or Joints, with Rottenneſs of the Liga- 
ments and Bones: Some who live are Cripples, o- 
thers Idiots, and many blind all their Days; beſide 
the other Deformities it brings upon many, in their 
Faces, Limbs, or Body, with many more grievous 
Symptoms, which the World has had too great Ex- 
perience of, as being the Attendants of that fatal Di- 
Kemper called the Confluent Small- Px. 
What this Humour of the Small-Pox, in us, is, 
or when, and how it is communicated to us, the 
Learned have not yet inform'd us. If from our 
Parents, then how ſhou'd ſuch as have had the Small- 
Pox before (and conſequently then have it not in 
them) give it to their Children 2 Neither are Infants 
in the Womb freed from that Diſtemper, altho' the 
Mother have the Small-Pox while the Child is there. 
However otherways it may be, this is certain, that 
as it is a moſt loathſome, painful, and deſtructive 
Diſtemper; ſo Providence has wiſely and mercifully 
order'd it, that once only, in our Lives, we ſhall be 
diſtreſs d by it; and has now, in greater Goodnels, 
diſcover d to us a Way or Method how to mo- 
derate that Diſtemper, and to render the Small-Pox, 
inoculated, no further dangerous than a common in- 


termittent Fever, under the prudent uſe of its ſpeci- 
fick Bark. And ſhall not the World gratefully ac- 


| cept, and thankfully make uſe of ſuch a Method, 


(when known) and eſpecially Great Bruain, which 


| 
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has had ſo much Experience of its good Effects, a 


that for five Years following? Shall not they come 
fully into, and take the Benefit of it? And ſhall 

not the Phyſicians, who are the Medicinal Guides, 
with the Surgeons, recommend and bring it into greater 
Eſteem and Practice, and ſave (under God) thouſands 
and ten thouſands by it; and make further Improve- 


ments in it; and ſet more vigorouſly about it, when 


they conſider their great Pattern and Example for it, 
772. the greateſt and wiſeſt of Kings, their Royal High- 
neſſes the Prince and Princeſs at the Head of it; and that 
it has been uſed upon theirRoyallflue with great Succeſs? 

\ The Small-Pox in the natural Way, has not been 


| leſs fatal to Royal Blood, than it has been to their 


meaner Subjects ; and ſhall not ſuch great Examples, 
and ſuch great Succels, influence the World, give Cre- 
dit to, and recommend a Practice which is ſo very 
valuable in itſelf, as that none other can compare 
with it? > 

When the World has had Experience of the good 
Effects of this Method, it will no longer remain a 
Doubt; bur it will be made uſe of, and acknow- 
ledged to be the moſt certain procurative Means to 
produce the better Sort; and the only preventive Re- 


medy againſt the worſt and confluent Sort. 


And it 1s, and ſhall be acknowledged, to the Praiſe 
and Glory of God! that whereas a moſt wild, cruel, 


herce, and violent Diſtemper, and which has de-

ſtroy d Millions of Lives, is now (by that happy 
Diſcovery made of its Tranſplantation) become tract- 
able, ſafe, and gentle. 
And it may be further ſaid of this Practice, that 
if it were not to ſave the Life of one ſingle Perſon 
in the Small-Pox, yet inaſmuch as it ſaves from Loſs 
of Eye- ſight, a Senſe and Ornament ſo very valua- 
ble and dear to us, and from other Deformities, and 
from abundance of Pain and Miſery to the Sick, and 
from a great deal of Diſtreſs, Charge, and Trouble 
to the Well; ſo it wou'd, or ought to be thought, 
a valuable Practice, by ſome at leaſt, 
| Notwithſtanding we recommend this Method to 
be ſo very favourable in itſelf; yet, however, there 
ought and muſt be juſt Allowance given, why ſome 
are fuller, and have more Complaints than others; 
as ſome may have it, more than others, in the 
Diſpoſition of their Blood, and other Juices, to pro- 
| duce larger Crops, and to bring on, and ſubject 
them to more and worſe Complaints than others ; 
and more eſpecially thoſe that come into the Practice 
loaded or filled with other Diſeaſes, not to mention 
ten thouſand Accidents we are expos d to, more or 
leſs, each Day we live. And ſhall Inoculation be 
charg'd with, and anſwer for theſe? No: It ſhou d 
rather be conſider d, how much worle it might have 
| fared with them, if they had happened to have had. 
it in the natural Way. And tho? it is look d upon 
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aas Criminal, while now the Practice is but young, 
do uſe it upon infirm, and ſickly Perſons; yet where 
ſuch Perſons are in Danger of taking the Infection in 
the natural Way, I think it much more criminal to 
refuſe ſuch Subjects, and truſt them to the Cruelty: 
of a mercileſs Diſtemper, who have a much bh. 
Chance to get well thro it, than thoſe who are of a 
more healthful and ſtronger Conſtitution. But where 
they can be preſerv'd from both, I think it highly 
juſt and neceſſary that they ſhou'd. I ſhall conclude 
this whole Account with ſome Directions, which 
may be of Uſe and Service to the Unexperienced, 
in managing the inoculated Small-Pox, vis. 

1. TF the Perſons you wou'd inoculate are of ill 

| Habits of Body, let them be firſt purged, vo- 
mired, and bled; one-or other of theſe, if not all, 
as their Circumſtances may require, and repeated, as 
there may be Occaſion, once, twice, or oftener; and 
be dieted for ſome Time, and that a Fortnight, more 
or leſs, as you may think proper, after they have 
done taking Phyſick, &c. that they may have Time 
to recruit, and their Bodies to become ſettled be- 
fore you bring a Diſtemper on them. 

2. If they are of healthful Conſtitutions, it may 
be as well to inoculate them without any previous 
Preparation ; for if they are ever ſo well prepared, 
yet a ſmall Accident may happen to put them inco

ſuch Diſorders, or ſuch Symptoms may ariſe, as may 
call for Bleeding, Vomiting, Oc. although theſe have 
been uſed but juſt before: And I would obſerve that 
in all my Number, there was not ten that had any 
Medicinal Preparation before the Operation was made 
upon them. %% PE TH 
3. Take your Medicine or Pus from the ripe Puſ- 
rules of the Small-Pox, of the diſtin& Kind; either 
from thoſe in the natural Way, or from the inocu- 
lated Sort, provided the Perſon be otherwiſe health- 
ful, and the Matrer good. The Time when this 
Matter is fitteſt to be taken, is uncertain 5 in ſome 
it may be on the gth, others on the 11th, 12th, 
3th, or 14th Day after Eruption, and two, three, 
or four Days after the Pox is turn d upon them; the 
beſt is white, even, and thick, and without ſmell, 
My Way of taking it, is thus: Take a fine cut ſharp 
Tooth-pick, (which will not put the Perſon in any 
Fear, as a Lancet will do many) and open the Pock 
on one fide, and preſs the Boil, and ſcoop the Mat- 
ter in your Quill, and ſo on: When your Quill is 
full, empty it into a clean dry Viol, and ſo take 
what you can, or what you have Occaſion for; which 
keep cloſe ſtopp d for Uſe, and in a cool Place, ex- 
cept you are going to ule it preſently; for Heat ſoon 
ferments and deſtroys it.

' 4. The Places I have made choice of to inoculate 
in, for the Convenience of dreſſing, are, viz. upon 
the outſide of the Arm above the Elbow, and the in- 


fide of the Leg near, or in the Place where Iſſues are 


commonly made; and two Inciſions are ſufficient for 
one Subject. Let the Inciſions be made with a good 
Lancet thro' the true Skin, (by pinching of it up be- 
tween your Fingers) a- croſs the Fibres, and about a quar- 
ter of an Inch long, ſuch as would receive a com- 
mon Pea in caſe you were to make an Iſſue, and 
drop one full Drop (after wiping off the Blood) in-

7. When the Illneſs comes on, be it ſooner of 

later, with Sickneſs or Shiverings, fluſhing Hearts;

and from Fleſh and Fiſh of all Sorts, and Cheeſe and 
Milk too: And if they appear much out of Order, 


put them to Bed, darken the Room, and let them 
reſt, Now let them take all their Food, as Spoon- 
Meat hot, and Drink aired ; and if it be a young 


Child, it may have a Milk Diet, or Milk in its Pap 


or Gruel, &c. - gt 
8. Let their Drink be Water with a well brown'd 
Toaſt in it, Barly-Water, or about a Thimble- 
full of Oat- Meal, and four Spoonfuls of Milk boil'd 
in a Quart of good ſoft Water, or common Teas, 


as they may beſt ſuit your Patient's Palate and Sto- 


mach; and ſome may be allowd good White-Wine 
in their Drink, more or leſs, as their Stomach may 
require, ſupporting them with innocent Spoon-Meats; 
and wait on Nature, obſerving the Indications which 
ſhe may give you, and act accordingly; that * 
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ſhe is oppreſt in any Part, and is not able to help 
herſelf, aſſiſt her; but if ſhe is not ſo oppreſt, leave 


her to herſelf, for ſhe is the beſt Phyſician, when able. 


And if you err, let it be in under, rather than in 


over- doing, for ſuch Errors are eaſier to reconcile, or

9. Their Illneſs does uſually begin on the 6th or 
zth Day after Inoculation, and the Small-Pox break 
out on the gth ; it happens ſometimes to break out 
on other Days, tho' but ſeldom. If your Patient 


has been ill two Days, and full of Complaints; 
as for Inſtance, taken ill on the 7th, and the Pox not 


out upon the gth, give a gentle Vomit, either in the 


Morning or the Evening: And if the Small-Pox does 
not come out in 4, 6, or 8 Hours after, and the 


other Symptoms do not abate, apply ſome bliſter- 
ing Plaiſters, and, if Occaſion, ſome drawing Ap- 
plications to the Feet, and renew them daily until 
the Patient is relieved, and the Symptoms are gone 
off.

11. Your chief Care in this Method ſhould be at

they are uneaſy by their Soreneſs, which is not to be 
regarded) in order to accompliſh which, when want- 
ing, your Vomit and bliſtering Plaiſters, and ſometimes 
your Lancet, will be of great Service: But be very 
careful in your Vomits, leſt they over-work, weaken, 
and hurt your Patient, and your Reputation too: 
| You had better give the Patient three or four, than 


one too ſtrong ; therefore, if poſſible, be ſure to 
know your Vomit. Antimonial are better than Ve- 


gitable Vomits, tho' not ſo ſafe and gentle. 

12, Do not be too free with Anodines, or Pa- 
cificks, at the Beginning of the Diſtemper; more 
eſpecially, until there be proper Evacuation made: 
And if your Patient ſhould be attended with more

not affect the /7/cera, or corrupt the Blood and o- 
ther Juices, as the natural commonly does. And in 
many there is no more Fever than is neceſſary, or

14. L have given but few Receipts, or directed to 


but few Medicines; yet more, I hope, than there 


will be Occaſion for to make Uſe of in one of twen- 
ty Patients in this Method; and becauſe I know there 


is no Want of Preſcriptions in the Small-Pox, they be- 


ing already given by others; and that the Phyſician, in 


Caſes of Difficulty, will uſe his own Judgment, and 
order what he thinks moſt proper to ſuit the Caſe, 


and help his Patient.

Trouble, and the Patient much Pain and Sickneſs, 
and his Life too, in many other Diſeaſes, as well as 
There ſhould be great Care taken in inoculating, 
dis. that the Medicine be good, and that the Inci- 
ſions be made thro? the true Skin, leſt the Operation 
ſhould prove fruitleſs, and the Patient x a 
ſhould take it in the other Way; as two of mine 
might have done, had I not, in Time, inoculated 
them again, and ſo prevented that Misfortune.

out that curſed Invention's taking Effect upon me;
